“Aug. 19—A Sheykh from the city came 
to declare his intention of embracing Chris- 
tianity. Some others, who are learned men, 
have declared the same ; and wish to come 
daily to read the Scriptures, and hear them ex- 
plained. 

“Aug. 22.—This morning the attendance 
at home was too large for our place to eontain. 
Tn the city, too, the attendance was full. ‘To- 
day, Abdool being unwell, the Hugeem Ta- 
lib Messee Khan read the translated sermon, 
entitled, ‘Universal Good News.’ The rea- 
diness with which he engaged in the service 
was cause of much consolation to us, 

“Aug. 29.—This morning about forty adults, 
beside all the children, attended Morning Wor- 
ship, all of whom profess a regard for the Gos- 
pel. In the afternoon, the Hindoo Jogi Fa- 
quer, referred to in the Memorandum of June 
10, was baptized, with his wife and child. 
His brother, who came soon after the above pe- 
riod, was also baptized ; together with a con- 
verted Mahometan. his wife and twe children, 
and the Leper mentioned in the same Memo- 
randum of June 10. The Leper has, ina 
great Measure, recovered of his mi pc 3 for 
which he expresses much thankfulness. He 
is a very zealous Christian. The other Hin- 
doos are Rajepoots, and have conducted them- 
selves with much appearance of sincerity, and 
with asecming sense of their need of a Sa- 
viour, 

«There are now fifteen Catechumens ; a- 
mong them a Tindoo Byragee, who has been 
lying twelve years in a jungle at Joypoor, 
waiting for his God toappear to him: at length 
being wearied out, and hearing of the (former) 
Jogi’s conversion, be eameée over to us, and 
gives good evidence of sincerity, 

“The newly baptized have been employed 
in the cultivation of land, which we hired for 
the purpose of proving their disposition ; and 
all who have joined themselves to us, are svt to

‘The place of worship ia the city could not 
contain one third of the people who attended on 
Sunday, though the Kazee had forbidden all 


true Mahometans toatteud. Weare about to 
erect a place forthe better accommodation of 
such as wish to hear the Gospel. 

“From Monday several Molwees from the 
city began to attend every afternoon, to read 
and lwar the Scriptures explained iv order, 
There have been generally five every day, be- 
sides those connected with us. . 

“The Hugeem improves daily. At first 

the Muhometans tried to prejudice us against 
bim, by a varicty of stories ; none of w hich af- 
fected his sincerity : and now he is in the sight 
fall, devoted totbe Gospel. They bi gin to 
revile him, and also the Molwees who come 
to read the Scrijtures. ‘The Hugeem has be- 
gun to learn Hebrew: and from his acquaint- 
ance with Arabic, is likely to make sant pro- 
gress, and will be a great acquisition in correct- 
ing ibe Hindostanee translation of the Old Pes- 
tament. le tby Mr. Martyn unfinished. 
_ “The nephew of Abdool, baptized July 25, 
tsemployed asa reader, and bas greatly im- 
proved since hisbaptism. In consequence of the 
scarcity in the Mahratta States ,and the increa- 
sed number of poor who flock t@ this place, a 
subscription was set on foot by the Jadge,and 
adaily distribution of about thirty rupees is 
made through Atdool to about six hundred 
poor.” 


Mr. Corrie’s Journal was accompanied by 
the following tetter from that Gentleman. to the 
Secretary of the Society, dated Agra, ist 
December, 1812, 

“You are miade acqnainted, through tlre 
Rev. Mr. Thomason, withthe laboarsof Ab- 
dcuol Messe, who is engaged as a Catechist for 
the Society for Missions to Afviea & the East: 
aud of the success attend'ng them. Since our 
arrival at this place, in Mareh last, forty one a- 
dults and fourteen children of theirs have been 
baptized into the faith of Christ, and all con- 
tinue to walk inthe tiuih, The prospect of 
increasing numbers is very encouraging : and, 
as several ol the couverts are men of learning 
and of some influence. there seems ground to 
hope tht lasting benefit is intended by oar

place.

“Among the reasons why a Missionary” 
shou'd be sent to this country in preference to 
any other, I would heg leave respectfully to 
suggest two: viz. The teeming population of 
India ; and the protection of equitable laws, 
which pats it in the power of a Missionary to do 
more good with less personal inconvenience 
here than in any other heathen country, Y 
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f The following extract of a letter brings to 
our view two objects. which are of great im- 
portance to the moral improvement and spirit- 
tual interests of the inhabitants of this country, 

The first is the formation of a missionary 
society in the state of Ohio, in order that 
faithfal ministers of Christ, and such as are 
apt to teach, may be sent out to preach the 
glad tidings of salvation to guilty, perishing 
sinners, in our destitute settlements, where 
there is none to break the bread of life to those 
who @re pining and dying for want.— Where 
there is no vision the people perish. It is our 
duty to honeur the Lord with our substance, 
according as he has prospered us, not only by 
supplying the poor with the Seriptures, but 
by sending out missionaries, who shall be able 
toexplain and illustrate the Word of truth. 
The preaching of the Gospel is an ordinance 
of God and used by him as one of 
the principal means of salvation: faith 
cometh by Fearitté, anu hearing by the Word 
of Ged. WH we aecurately survey this exten- 
sive region where Providence has cast our 
lot, aud take into view its great and increasing 


population, and the disproportionate number of 


preachers who are faith {ally labouring in the 
service of Christ, we wi!l find that the harvest 
is indeed great, but the labeurers are few. And 
when we pray the Lord of the harvest to send 
forth labourers into his harvest, we ought to re- 
alize our obligations to contribute to their sup- 
port, while they are discharging the importaut 
trust reposed inthem. If we traly love the 


Redeemer, andduly regard the salvation of 


precious and immortal souls, we will need but 
few arguments to convince us, that this is our 
duty.— The establishment of a missionary so- 
ciety in this State is certainly practicabie, and 


if the grand design of sach an institution were 
pursued with zeal an alacrity proportionate 
to is magni.ude, much good would result to 


the numerous inhabitants of this new country.

Gospel to his friend in this town, dated 
Pomfret, New. York, Nov. 9th, 1815. 


“Dear sir, we live in. a wonderful day. 
The Lord is pouring out his Holy Spirit ina 
remarkable manner in many parts of the 
world. [have lately heard, that there are be. 
tween thirty and forty societies in Connecticut 
which have been visited. In this State and 
in Massachasetts,there are r.any and powerlil 
revivals of religion. 

“Through the summer past T have laboured 
as a missionary inthis State, and in the Siate 
of Ohio. I have found many places destituie 
of the sfated preaching of the Gospel, anda 
great desive among the people to attend 
preaching when they have opportunity. Pray- 
ing societies have been multiplied in different 
parts ofthe country, and many things appear 
favourable for Zion. 

‘“Pions females in the western parts of the 
country are beginning to follow the example 
that bas been set them in the eastern parts. 
Thy are forming themselves into charitable 
societies, and are willing to spare a part ol 
their worldly substance to promote the glory 
of God, and the interests of the Redeemers 

kingdom —Is there not as great a necessily 
for charitable institutions in the western, as I"! 
the eastern districts of our country ? In the 
new settlements, where so many ministers of 
the Gospel are needed, shall. the people st 
still, and do nothing tewards raising a imission- 
ary fund, or educating young men for the holy 
ministry? Shall the State of Odio be with- 
out a missionary institution, when there are 
hundreds of vacant societies witiin her bounds, 
which need the labours of missionaries!

The liberality of the present age, sage 
voleat purposes, mast be traly gratifying 
every lover of humanity, as it Is indica - 
more happy and illustrious days: . Somelh!s 
of the spirit, which inflaenced the first _ ‘ 
sane ‘ , orett as s chyrciics & 
tians, appears to bave visited the cbut 
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said, té remove misery, by piece-meal, or by 
little and little, and the result generally is, that 
misery increases on their hands, and objects 
multiply in proportion to the exertions made, 
and tothe means expended. This 1 will illus- 
trate by the observations of experience, and by 
matter of fact, wiih respect to those who are 
miserabie through indigence. These constitute 
a large class ofthe miserable. And weare told 
in the holy Scriptures, that the poor are never 
to cease out of the land. Tokeepthem from 
suffering isthe duty of all those who have it in 
their power. But the method of doing this is 
the subject of inquiry. 

That the method, generally pursued, is not 
the one God has prescribed, and that it in- 
creases this class of sufferers, is what Ihave 


suggested. One method, which God prescrib- 


the resent aisnicious period. Bat a liberal 
‘it, without prudence and sound wisdom to 
3 at it, may be no better than waste, or mere 
vvvdizality. Instead of attaining its object, it 
mav add to the catalogue of human misery 
And it is observable, that all the benevolent 
‘astitations, of which we. have any particular 
knowledge, have evinced that practical bene- 
yolence is an art, which must be acquired, like 
other arts, by progressive experiment. The 
jrent Missionary and Bible Societies can now 
dy fourfold more good with the same means 
an opnortuaities than they could at their com- 
mencerent, And the liberal spirit of the pre- 
sentage is yet far from possessing that experi- 
ence, in alieviating the miseries of human na- 
ture, which is necessary to render exertion 
and means as productive as they might be ren- 
dered, There is no way, however, for man 
to Jearn any thing effectaally, but by experi- 
ence. And all theoretical instructions ; and 
all the observations taken from the experience 
of others, or the general principles of human 
nature, will be of no avail with the great mass 
of ardent philanthropists, until experiment has 
had its course. Notwithstanding the writer 
of this article is fully of this opinion, he flatters 
himself that some may be profited by the fol- 
lowing remarks. : 

As God has instituted means for the allevia- 
tion of hunan misery, we might naturally sup- 
pose that Christians would take example from 
these in their benevolent exertions. This, 
however, isnot the case, to any great extent. 
God’s plan of lessening misery, is by removing 
the cause, Man’s plan is, to remove misery, 
prece-meal, without attending to the cause, or 
without pursuing God’s measures for its re- 
moval. And thus instead of lessening the ag- 
pregate of human misery, by their benevolent 
exertions, they often increase it by inadver- 
tently strengthening the cause. These remarks 
I must illustrate more particularly, I say 
God’s plan of lessening human misery is by 
removing its cause, which is sin. ‘The great 
mean, which God has appointed for the re- 
moval of sin is the Gospel of his Son. It is 
the professed design of the Gospel to make 
men happy by delivering them from sin. This 
meamhas effected wonders in the hand of God, 
when properly attended to by men. It has

leave plentiful gleanings of the harvest and 
vintage. And thus the poor were not supplied 
withoot their own industry. 

Another method was to purchase, or hire 
them for six years, or until the year of Jubilee. 
Thus also industry was inculcated. 

Another method was to give to the poor 
habitually as they needed, or applied. No 
where do we find it enjoined to provide funds 
for them. The Jews inthe days of our Sa- 
viour were in the babit of giving alms, and 
they had a treasury forthe poor, And his dis. 
ciples were for raising something like a poor 
fand, from the savings of economy. Our 
Saviour, however, appears not to approve the 
principle. He says, ‘* Ye have the poor with 
you alway, and whensoever ye will ye may 
do them good.” ‘Tie principle, which is here 
recommended, is to relieve the poo whenever 
we see they need. Now the plan of providing 
funds for the poor is the one which is generally 
pursued, until the evil is discovered. And al- 
though many have found the evil of it ; yet so 
popular is analms-house, or an institution for 
reieving the poor, that they are pot relinquish- 
ed, but still patronized. But wherein is the 
evil? [t lies in this, that such funds or institu- 
tions cherish vice, and particularly indolence, 
which is generaily the cause of poverty and 
distress. ‘This remark will be best illustrated 
and established by facts. It is a fact, that 
where alms-houses have been established for 
the relief of the poor, and the principle of in- 
dustry left out, they soon became so crowded 
that a change of treatment was found.necessa- 
ry. And in many instances, the alms-house 

has been turned into a work-house, whicre the 
poor zre made to labour for their support. No 
government, perhaps, upon earth, has done so 
much for the poor as ihe government of Great 
Britain, and whut is the consequence? ‘The 
poor have increased so enormous: y, that to sup- 
port them requires a tax, hich weald support 
our government. This ts a fact usona large 
scale, ‘There is one on a smaller scale which 
is more directiy to the purpose, and which 
more plainly iliustrates and establishes my 
sentiment ; it isin substance as tullows ; 
Two gentlemen of large esiates, and living 
in adjoining shires, in England, left each a 
legacy tothe parish to which he belodged.

Tae one lefi fifiy pounds tobe distributed as 
mong the poor of his parish, annually ; the o- 
ther left a sum sufficient to buy a loaf of good 


bread and a plain suit of clothes to be given 
annually, by the overseers of the poor to that 
family,among the poor class,which sheuld ex- 
hibitthe most cleanliness in their houses and 
persons ; & who should cultivate their ground 
best, &c. ‘The consequence was visible ina 
few years, to every traveller, The fifty pounds 
produced idleness, dissipation, contention, po- 
verty, filth, and misery inthe one parish, The 
loaf and suit of clothes banished idleness, po- 
verty and all its train, from the other. More 
facts of the same kind might easily be related, 
These, however, are sufficient for the purpose 
intended. 

These tacts, and the principle they support 
may be lighter than straw to some ; yea, they 
may consider the principle a. monstrous one ; 
and may be very liberal in their abuse of the 
voucher. Facts, however, are stubborn 
things: and let none suppose that the writer of 
this is opposed to relieving the poor. He is 
opposed only to a certain plan of relieving 
them. And I would jast observe, that where 
the Gospe! prevails, & has its due influence, 
the poor of the church will always be sup- 
ported, and always have been, by voluntary 
contributions, according as necessity required. 
And when persons know that they depend up- 
on the voluntary alms ef others, there can be 
no bribe to indolence, or dissipation, as there 
is when they know that there is money in 
bank ferthem, or which is the same, when 
they know that a certain number are bound to 
contribute to their relief’ The poor which be- 
long to the world,and over whom the church 
has no control, have no claims upon Christians 
but those of hamanity, and in all cases of dis- 
tress, Christians and the men of the world 
will have humanity sufficient to relieve as cir- 
cumstances require. But for Christians to 
raise funds to meet the demands of those who 
are void of principle, whe live in idleness and 
dissipation, and over whom they have no con- 
trol, is unreasonable, and must be injuriousto 
society. But some may exclaim, Are we » 
take no measures to do such good, and te pre- 
servethem from penury ? Most certainly,— 
but this we must do in God’s way. We mast 
endeavour to bring them under the influence 
of the Guspel—we must help them to be wise; 
to obtain regular habits of indastry and 
Christian economy. Jf they will not be pro. 
fiied by us in this way, we must leave them to 
the ipstruction of affliction, the consequence of 
their sin and félly. Letus keep this in mind, 
that we cin only lessen, or prevent misery, by 
lessening,or preveating sin, And, therefore, 
When objects of ptiy—objects of distress. pre. 
sent themselves, let our py open our hearts & 
oor haads for their imoseciate relief ; but let our 
eXertions, on a large, systematic seale, be: for 
the diffusion of Gospel Iight—the treasure 
which God has pat m earthen vessels— Let 
Christian schools be instiiuted for poor, and 
particalarly orphin ehildres. Tet the her 
raids of the G&spel be increased and duly 
qualified, A. H.

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New Connecticut. 

That section of country known by the name 
of New Connecticut, extends from about 42 
dezrees nort!) Jatitude, one hundred and for- 
ty or fity me; along the southern shore of 
Lake Erie, and from 27to 60 miles south 
from said lake. It contains 206 towaships, all 
of which are seven miles square except those 
adjoining the lake. Almost the whole of this 
rich and vahiable tract of land is owned and 
seitled, (so far as it is settled,) by New-En- 
gland people. The namerous advantages 
which it affords to the Farmer, have induced 
an udparalleled emigration from the New-En- 
gland states, for several years past, and more 
especially for the last twelve mouths. 

The number of families which have gone 
by the Buffalo rout, to that country, during the 
last summer is immense. It is presumed no 
tract of country of similar extent can boast of 
similar increase of population. —But this spi- 
rit of emigration is accounted for by the emin- 
ent advantages which that country offers to 
Hew seitlers, ‘The industrious and enterpris- 
ing fermer of New-Engiand, unless checked 
by some unforeseen events, will in the space 
of a few years, make that one of the richest and 
most flourishing agricultural sections of the 
Union. The climate is more mild than that of 
the same latitude on the sea-board. The soil is 
naturally fertile, and much of it suitable for 
grazing. Ii) many towns large dairies are es- 
tablished, not inferiour to those of Goshen, & 
any other of our grazing lands. The timber 
is a mixture of almost every kind common to 
this latitude. Qak,elin, sugar maple, beech, 
wild cherry, black walnut, butternut, chesnut, 
cucumber and bass, constitute the greatest pro- 
portion. The peach tree is cultivated here 
With great success ; orchards of which are seen 
from one to ten acres in extent. 

The surface of the country though uneven or 
waiving in soine parts, is nevertheless smooth 
and free from stone.

The Hurricane Salt. 
From the Dedham Gazette, Oct. 27. 


It seems to have beentaken for granted, that 
the salt which appeared after the laie harricane 
was the deposit of the water that was blown 
from the ocean. But the perfect uniformity, 
and the great quantities in which it was found, 
render it far more probable that it was pro- 
duced in the atmosphere by the change which 
appeared atthat time. There was very little 
rain while the wind was at itshetght, and the 
salt was not perceived before; it then caine 
in quantities ten times as great as any ocean 
water ever contained. ‘Phe vreat distance from 
thesea, at which the salt was deposited, also 
renders it extremely absurd to suppose it was 
carried by the wind. 

It was observed by those who were out 
duriaz the gale, that two or three of the most 
viulent casts were accompanied by an oppres- 
ive und alinoat suffocating heat—and from the 
tine the wind passed iato the South cast, the
